of  the  Radcliffe  Borough  Council. 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annua!  report  lor  the  year 
ItldB  on  the  health  and  sanit;ir\-  conditions  of  the  district. 

I'he  Registrar-( ieneral  estimatetl  the  mid-year  population  to 
be  -!7,3’iO.  I'he  adjusted  birth  rate  was  10.2  ;ind  adjusted  death 
rate  17.1,  lompared  with  corresponding'  rates  of  10.4  and  11.7 
for  England  and  Wales. 

'I'he  infant  mortality  rate  was  again  on  the  high  side  at  40.3 
per  1(M)0  live  births.  The  fi\e  year  average  whit  h  gives  a  more 
accurate  figure  where  numbers  are  small  is  31.  The  rate  for 
England  and  W'ales  for  lOnB  was  22.5. 

Of  the  seventeen  infant  deaths  ten  occurred  within  the  first 
lour  weeks  ol  life  and  six  of  these  due  to  prematuritv  within  the 
first  week  of  life.  I'he  ten  inlants  who  died  within  the  first  month 
of  life  were  all  hospital  cases. 

Ihere  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  the  deaths  of  eleven  men  and  fi\e 
w  omen. 


Epidemic'  disease  consisted  principalh  of  measles,  whooping 
cough  and  intluenzal  pneumonia.  I'here  were  fourteen  deaths 
Irom  the  last  named  condition.  \o  cases  of  poliom velitis  were 
notified. 

There  wei'e  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning. 

Three  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonarv  tubei'culosis  and  there 
were  nine  new  cases. 
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Nincly-thrce  liuuses  were  dealt  with  in  Clearance  Areas.  The 
C'ouiK'irs  live  year  programme  of  slum  clearance  is  up  to  date  and 
when  the  remaining  '2\'2  houses  are  dealt  with  the  prog'ramme  will 
he  complete.  .\t  the  time  of  writing'  this  report  a  further  85  of 
these  have  been  scheduled  for  clearance. 

The  Council  completed  (32  houses  and  44  Hats  during  the 
year  and  private  builders  19. 

I'here  were  85  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  and 
certificates  were  issued  for  all  except  one  of  these.  Subsequently 
H5  certificates  were  cancelled  following  repairs  and  improvements 
carried  out  by  the  property  owners. 

Fifty-one  improvement  grants  were  approved  and  work  was 
completed  in  respect  of  5U  of  these. 

I'wo  hundred  and  forty-two  inspections  of  food  premises  were 
carried  out  and  much  valuable  hygiene  instruction  given  during 
these  visits. 

The  water  supply  was  generally  satisfactory  but  in  several 
areas  the  pressure  was  inadequate.  A  few  samples  were  bacterio- 
logically  unsatisfactory  but  this  trouble  was  immediately  rectified 
after  the  Water  Board  was  informed.  In  some  instances  the 
mains  pressure  was  low  and  in  others  the  service  pipes  were 
obstructed  due  to  deposits  from  age.  Action  was  taken  to  remedy 
these  defects. 

Progress  in  the  reduction  of  smoke  pollution  is  referred  to  in 
detail  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  this  report. 

.As  a  result  of  improvements  to  boiler  plant  and  the  use  of 
mechanical  stokers  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere  of  the  district  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  domestic  pollution 
is  very  great  and  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  areas  is 
essential. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  stafT  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Seryice  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  proyision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental 
Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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'I'he  Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include : — 
Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  poisoning). 
Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  tactones, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  wdth  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habi¬ 
tation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  tlie  following  report  on 
the  public  health  circumstances  and  work  carried  out  in  the 
Borough  by  the  department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1958. 

For  the  major  portion  of  the  year  under  review  the  work  of 
the  department  was  directed  by  Mr.  G.  Yates,  who,  until  his 
retirement  on  the  31st  October,  1958,  had  served  the  Council  as 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  a  period  of  20  years.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  area  is  provided 
by  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  and  is  mainly  upland  surface 
water,  though  a  small  proportion  is  derived  from  deep  wells. 

The  Ainsworth  area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Bolton 
Corporation  Waterworks  Undertaking. 

Mr.  R.  Wyllie,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer  and  Manager,  has  kindlv 
provided  the  following  particulars  regarding  the  water  supplied 
by  the  Irwell  \  alley  Water  Board  : — 

1958  .  (a)  Raw  Water. 

Examinations  made  during  the  year  Bacteriological  Exams. — 45. 

Results :  Unsatisfactory 
without  treatment.

(b)  Water  going  into  supply

Results :  Satisfactory. 
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All  water  provided  foi  i)ublie  supply  is  chlorinated  and  since  there 
is  a  liability  to  i)lninbo-solvent  action,  particularly  from  water  derived 
from  peaty  moorlands,  the  water  is  lime  treated  to  overcome  this. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-live  examinations  for  plumbo-solvency  were 
made  and  found  to  be  mainly  satisfactory. 

Extensions  of  water  mains  during  the  year  resulted  in  ally  yards 
of  3  in.,  413  yards  of  4  in.  and  Tti  yards  of  ti  in.  main  being  laid. 

IMr.  H.  R.  Davenport,  .V.M.I.C.K.,  M.I.W.K.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks  Department,  has  also  kindh' 
])rovided  the  following  jjarticulars  with  regard  to  water  supplied  to  the 
.Vinsworth  area  : — 

(a)  The  water  supplied  to  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Radcliffe  which 
is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  The  supply  was  from  Springs  Pressure  Filters  and  four  samples  of 
both  raw  and  filtered  water  were  subjected  to  full  chemical  analysis 

and  50  samples  of  raw  and  54  samples  of  filtered  water  to  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  by  the  Borough  .\nalyst.  The  results  showed 
that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  excellent  quality,  B.  Coli 
Ijeing  absent  in  almost  all  cases  in  lOO  mils.  Where  100  per  cent 
bacteriological  purity  was  not  obtained,  in  all  but  one  case,  the 
second  sample  taken  immediately  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(c)  From  tests  made  weekly  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no  significant 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

(e)  During  the  year  an  additional  05  yards  of  3  in.  water  main  were 
laid  within  the  area. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  .sewerag-e  scheme  is  on  tlie  combined  system.  The 
sewage  disposal  plant  is  situated  off  .Mount  Sion  Road  and  since 
the  1st  April,  UU>4,  has  been  controlled  bv  the  Bolton  and  Dis¬ 
trict  Joint  Sewerage  Board.  rreatment  is  by  precipitation  and 
filtration. 

During  the  year  125  new  houses  were  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system. 

There  were  117  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage 
defects  and  177  complaints  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were 
dealt  with  by  the  department.  The  employment  of  :i  man  for 
the  prompt  release  of  blocked  drtiins  provides  a  valuable  service 
to  the  public.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets. 

It  will  he  seen  that  the  unsatisfactoiw  types  of  sanitary 
accommodation  are  slowly  being  reduced  in  number  but  much 
too  slowly. 

One  would  wish  to  see  more  owners  of  propertv  taking 
advantage  of  the  Council’s  grant  of  ^12  or  half  the  cost  of  the 
work,  whichever  is  the  lower,  towards  the  cost  of  converting 
waste  water  closets  to  fresh  water  closets. 

Of  the  39  waste  water  closets  eliminated  during  the  vear 
2()  were  due  to  conversion  and  13  due  to  demolition  of  slum 
clearance  property. 

d  he  Council  also  provitle  the  first  dustbin  fi'ee  of  charge  to 
houses  where  ashpits  are  removed  or  converted  for  other  purposes. 

1 1  ashpits  onh'  were  conxerted  during  the  year.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

This  important  subject  was  given  a  great  deal  of  attention 
during  the  year,  and  all  of  the  69  industrial  chimneys  were  ob¬ 
served. 

Numerous  visits  were  paid  to  boiler-houses  and  advice  was 
given  to  boiler  operators  and  to  the  factory  management  where 
necessary. 

Bv  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  most  gratifving  to  consider  and 
observe  the  improvements  and  mechanisation  that  had  been 
carried  out  to  the  various  plants,  throughout  the  town.  There  is 
no  room  for  complacency  even  vet,  there  are  still  further  improve¬ 
ments  obviously  required  but  good  progress  is  I'ertainlv  being 
made  as  far  as  visible  atmospheric  pollution  from  industrial 
sources  is  concerned. 

Radcliffe  is  represented  on  the  Manchester  and  District 
Clean  Air  Council  and  are  members  of  Joint  Scheme  No.  2  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  investigation  of  .'\tmospheric  Pollution. 

Two  stations  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the 
atmosphere  are  established  in  the  town.  One  apparatus  is  situa¬ 
ted  in  the  grounds  of  the  Secondary  Modern  Scool  and  the  other  in 
Close  Park. 

Results  over  twelve  months  show  a  high  percentage  of 
pollution  from  domestic  premises  indicating  the  need  for  the 
establishment  of  Smoke  Control  .Areas  throughout  the  town. 
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Rodent  Control. 

riie  rocltMil  operator  has  been  lully  cn^aj^cd  during  the  year. 
Regular  surveys  are  made  and  all  complaints  of  infestation  are 
promptly  investigated  and  treatments  carried  out  as  recjuired. 

.A  free  service  is  given  to  tenants  of  domestic  properties  hut 
a  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises.

Tlie  sewer  treatments  are  a  most  important  aspect  of  Rodent 
Control  and  tliough  it  appears  impossible  to  eliminate  rats  from 
the  sewers  entirely,  the  treatments  referred  to  kept  the  rat  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  sewers  down  to  reasonable  numbers. 

Disinfesation. 

•Advice  and  assistance  is  given  to  all  occupiers  of  infested 
premises  who  seek  our  help  regarding  the  eradication  of  bugs, 
fleas,  cockroaches,  etc. 

Treatment  methods  using  either  liquid  D.D.T.  or  D.D.T. 
powder  vary  according  to  circumstances. 

Twenty-one  premises  were  disinfested  during  the  year. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  piemises  following  the  notification  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease  is  carried  out  by  formalin  spray  or  formalin 
vapour.  Nine  such  premises  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Infected  bedding  and  articles  suitable  for  steam  disinfection 
are  dealt  with  at  the  steam  disinfection  station  situated  at  the 
sewage  works.
